REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims a 
luminescent device comprising a hole transporting region disposed between an anode and a 
cathode comprising a first layer with a hole injecting material; a second layer having a hole 
transporting layer; and a mixed layer disposed between the first and second layer comprising a 
hole injecting material and hole transporting material with the hole injecting material having a 
smaller ionization potential than the hole transporting layer and the hole transporting layer has a 
larger hole mobility than the hole injecting material wherein there is a concentration gradient 
with the hole transporting material is increased toward the cathode from the anode and the hole 
injecting material has a concentration decreasing from the cathode to the anode. 

2. Additionally, applicant claims a luminescent device comprising an electron transporting 
region disposed between an anode and a cathode comprising a first layer with an electron 
injecting material; a second layer having an electron transporting layer; and a mixed layer 
disposed between the first and second layer comprising an electron injecting material and an 
electron transporting material with the hole injecting material having a smaller ionization 
potential than the electron transporting layer and the electron transporting layer has a larger hole 
mobility than the electron injecting material wherein there is a concentration gradient with the 
electron transporting material is increased toward the cathode from the anode and the electron 
injecting material has a concentration decreasing from the cathode to the anode. 

3. Applicant claims a luminescent device comprising an anode and a cathode with a 
luminescent layer disposed between the anode and the cathode and a blocking layer adjacent to 
the luminescent layer with both the blocking material and the luminescent material having 
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electron transport properties and the energy difference between the highest occupied molecular 
orbital and the lowest unoccupied molecular orbital in the blocking material is larger than the 
energy difference of the highest occupied molecular orbital and the lowest unoccupied molecular 
orbital in the luminescent material wherein there is a concentration gradient of the luminescent 
material is decreased in a direction towards the cathode from the anode and the blocking material 
is increased in the direction toward the cathode from the anode. 

4. Also, applicant claims a luminescent device comprising an anode and a cathode and 
disposed therebetween a first mixed region comprising hole injection and hole transporting 
materials; a second mixed region comprising a hole transporting material and a host material; a 
third mixed region comprising a host material and a blocking material; a fourth mixed region 
comprising an electron injecting material and an electron transporting material with a 
concentration gradient as recited in claims 30, 1 14 and 121. 

5. Applicant claims a luminescent device comprising an anode and a cathode and disposed 
therebetween a first layer comprising a hole injecting material and a hole transporting material; a 
second layer comprising a host material; a third layer comprising a blocking material; and a 
fourth layer comprising an electron injecting material. 

6. The closest prior art, Aziz et al., U.S. Patent Number 6,773,830, teaches a light emitting 
device comprising an anode and a cathode with a hole transporting region and electron 
transporting region disposed therebetween with the hole transporting region comprising a layer 
of hole injecting material; a layer of hole injecting material and hole transporting material; a 
layer of hole transporting material and the electron transporting region comprises a layer of 
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electron injecting material; a layer comprising an electron transporting material and an electron 
transporting material; a layer of electron transporting material. 

7. Aziz fails to teach or suggest a concentration gradient between the hole injecting material 
and the hole transporting material in the hole transporting region and a concentration gradient 
between the electron injecting material and the electron transporting material in the electron 
transporting region.
